Construction is apparently to start 
forthwith on the highway from Grimshaw 
to Great Slave Lake. Survey parties are 
completing the laying out of the route, and 
it is reported that construction equipment 
will be flown to the northern end of the 
project. This would indicate intentions to 
build from both ends 

The highway will be about 400 miles 
long, and the cost borne 50-50 by the pro- 
vincial and federal governments 

A primary purpose to be Served is the 
movement of heavy mining machinery and 
supplies into the mineralized areas around 
Great Slave and Great Bear lakes. For 
other traffic the road will open an alterna- 
tive means of conveyance to that now pro- 
vided by airplanes and steamers on the 
great waterway system. 

Outside the Yukon and Alaska this will 
be the farthest north highway on the con- 
tinent. It will mark the penetration of 
highway facilities into the vast Mackenzie 
territory, to be extended as demands may 
arise and circumstances seem to justify. 

Without stretching the imaginatior. too 
far, it may be conjectured that people now 
living will see this highway trunk line car- 
ried to Great Bear Lake, perhaps to the 
shores of the Arctic. Whether and how 
soon will of course depend on what resour- 
ces are found in that great area which are 
judged capable of development on a scale 
that would require highway service and 
warrant the outlay

Tito Must Prove Claim by 
Logic, Certainly Not by 
Violence

The American and British govern 
ments are to be congratulated on 
blocking Marshal Tito’s violent 
seizures of Austrian Klagenfurt and 
Italian Trieste 

This attempt of the Croatian mar- 
shal was just another in the long 
series of Soviet (and Soviet- pro- 
tected) unilateral acts which have 
sowed discord among the present 
big Allies. Tito was feeling for 
“soft spots” in an effort to push the 
Soviet zone further west. The task 
seemed easier because some Yugo 
slavs have always considered these 
areas as “rightfully” theirs. Tito 
was also trying to boost his pres- 
tige at home by demonstrating that 
what the Serbian-dominated Yugo- 
slavia of 1918 did not obtain could 
be taken with impunity by the 
partisan-dominated Yugoslavia of 
1945,

To begin with, conscription is an 
instrument by which people who 
favor it can most effectively organ- 
ize themselves for war.

In countries 
where public opinion is seriously

When a child's lack of appetite 
has gone on for a long time and the 
child has become finicky and hard 
to please, because he has found 
this profitable, the mother may 
have to use some tactful and ingen- 
ious ways to arouse his interest in 
food } 

It is always necessary first to 
find out if there is any real, rem- 
ediable cause for the lack of ap- 
petite. Over-feeding; feeding of 
too rich foods, or milk; diets de- 
ficient in some of the essential 
vitamins; diets over-balanced in 
starches, al! of these are causes 
which can be recognized and cor- 
rected. 

Children often are influenced by 
the looks of the food they eat and 
will repudiate it when it is unpleas 
ing in appearance. They like colors 
in food and it can be cooked so as 
to retain its natural colors or cook 
ed so that it lacks all color appeal 

Beets, then, instead of being 
ruby-red, can be brownish or gray- 
ish; beans can be a dull instead of 
a bright green, and so can peas 
Cauliflower can be a dirty-white 
instead of a creamy-white. 

Vegetables may be boiled until | 
they mash up into a unattractive | 
instead of boiled for fewer | 
minutes so they will retain their 
shape and a delightful, mild crisp 
ness when served 

Children like some part in the 

preparation of their food and if 
allowed to cut up their own cel- 
ery or carrots and dunk them in 
ice water to crisp, or dish up their 
own cereal in attractive dishes, or 
in doll dishes, they will eat the 
products of their own handiwork 
with the same zeal as any adult 
cook, 

The child who becomes mother’s 
little helper in the kitchen and has 
some simple tasks related to the 
meal, will find everything about 
that meal more attractive and more 
satisfying to consume than if some 
adult did all the work and set the 
results before him
